1 do not comprehend 
thoſe ancient Truths, which they 
lived in at firſt in the Apoſtles 
days, and which they. ſtill reraing 
under the name of Popery : but 
as ] ſaid, only their Innovations 
ſuch as theſe which follow, and 
which 1 ſhall endeayour to dereCt 
by evidence of Scripture, and to 
manifeſt rhe Trmh obſcured by 
them, as thereis nced. 

1, Ihe Popes Exaltation, o 
Is 
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his being made Univerſal Biſhop. 
This is an Innovation dire&ly re- 
pugnant ro the Doftrine of Chriſt, 
andgot his Holy Apoltles; arid 
price of the primitive times. 
Its contrary to che Doctrine of 
Chriſt, plainly expreſt in the Con- 
curring Teſtimony, both of Mat- 
thew, Mark and Luke. Read 
Matth. 20. 25, 26. Mar. 10. 42, 
43. Luk. 22, 25, 26, 27. Ic 1n all 
hel places flatly forbidden the 
Servants of Chriit, ro exerciſe 
Dominion or Authority oyer their 
Fellow Diſciples : and they are

This is a device which backs and 
ſupports his Exaltation, and ſub- 
jects rhe Thoughts and Spirits of 
men under him without conta- 
diction. For who dare mutter 


againſt an infalliþle Judge 2 Bur it 


might ſuffice one would thiak, to 
overturn the lnfallibiliry of Popes, 
ro {ce one Pope Excommunica- 
ting another as Alexander Tertius 
and Vitor Baartus did z who were 
both choſen Popes by the Cardi- 
nals at the ſame time : and had 
both the ſame Authority given 
them. This was in the Year of 
our Lord, 1159. faith Bucho/: 
And again in the Year 1439. Pope 
Eugenits was depoſed by the Coun- 
cil of Baſil, and Amadeus created 
Pope in his ſtead ; and hence 
great Sedirions aroſe. Now if yor 
will have the Council here to be 
Infallible, then the Pope was Fal- 
lible : Or if you will have the 
Pope to be infalible, then -the

Council was Fallible : So chuſe 
here whoſe Infallibility you will 
{ubyert, whether the Popes or the 
Comncils. Take notice alſo of 
the afts of one Pope more, for I 
would not ennumcrate many) 
Pope Alexanier VI. for the en- 
riching of hisSon Borgias,prepared 
a ſplendid Banquer, to which he 
invited certain principal great 
men ; of which number Cardinal 
Adrian his familiar Friend was - 
one. He ordered his Servants to 
ſet before them Wine that was 
potfoned; and to ſet before him 
and his Son pure Wine. But Pro: 
vidence {o ordered it, that the 
Wine that was poiſoned was ſet 
before himſelf and his Son ; ſo 
they drank the poiſoned Wine, 
and the Gueſts. drank pure Wine. 
Here was a great want of the A- 
poſtolick. priviledge whom no 
deadly drink Thould hurt : and fo -

1. I ſhall prove that Pardons 
and Indulgences are Sold by the 
Popes : for ſome will deny any. 
thing, though never ſo manifeſtly 
known ; although the modeſter. 
ſort of mea under the Popes will. 
not deny it. I ſhall paſs by their 
annual and more frequent ſelling 
of Pardons 3 and manifeſt their 
greater Fairs for the (ale of them. 
For they have invented certain 
oreat Fairs or Marts when men are 


to flock to Rome, to buy them. 
Aud, 
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And theſe Fairs they call -thetr 


Jubilees. They putthe name 7u- 


bile? 1pon them, bur they are 
plaialy Fatis tor Pardons ang In- 


dulgences. In the Jubilees Men | 
wenr out free witnous Money : fþ 
but here they are co pav thetr | 


Money ; theretore ic is a Fair not 
a Jubilee. The firſt rhac 1nvent- 
cd theſe was Boniface VIII. in the 
ycar of our Lord 13909. And he 
ordained ris great Fair (or mer- 
cenary JuDilee) ro bz kept every 
hundred year. Afrer tum (but 
not next) C/emens VI. inptent 
of ſo long a ſtay for a Fair (be- 
cauſe his Lite was not likely to 
reach to 1t) he reduze:] this their 
2cu1fary Jubilee to every fifriech 
ycat: Soin che year 1359. he 
kept his great Fair. Then 1n the 
vear 1400. Bmiface IX. kept his 


great Fair. Another was kept in 


the year 1459. Bur now they 
began to think fifty years was too 
long

long between Fair. and Fair, fo 
Xy/tus contratt:d tnem to twenty 
five years diſtance :. and he kept 
his grgat Fair, Anno 1475. Chro- 
I nologers have punCually cxprel- 
: fed the years; which puts the ſale 
of Pardons out of doubt, 1f any 
I ſhould queſtion it. 

2. Take notice that theſe are a 
orcat ſupport to the Popes Exalta- 
tion : ſuch multitudes of men 
flocking from all parts to Rome, 
Ito bay their 'Pardons, that they 
| could f{carce walk one for another 
{in that great City. In one of their 
1 Jubilees about rwo hundred men, 
Jits ſaid, were kilPd by the great 
Croud at the Bridpe Santi Ange- 
li, as they haſted for Pardons ; 
ſome trod under foot, and ſome 
preſſed to death by the croud, and 
others thruſt inco'the River. And 
yer ſucly great Fairs or Marts 
would nor ſatisfy the avarice of 


ſome of the Popes : but they ſent 
aſtcr-

Innovation of the Popes after- 


wards: and was praCttiſed by ſome 
of them; and they got it decreed 
in ſome of their Councils. And 
Boniface 8. ( who firſt inſtituted 
the Mercenary Jubilees, the ſame 
Year that he celebrated the firſt 
Jubilee,) Writ, That he was Lord 
in Temporals and Spirituals, in the 
whole World. Of whom it is re- 
corded by Patina thus : Dui Int- 
poratoribus, Regibus, Principibus, 


Nationibus, populis terrorem potinis 


quam Religionem injicere conabatur:

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ſpeak plainly,they muſt have Ittele -» 
or no light, but ſuch as is obfu{- 
cated and dimmed with their roy- 
ſonous innovations; and thatmuſt 
be held forth to them by perſons 
ſufficiently leayened with their cor- 
rupt inventions. They muſt not 
make uſe of their own Eyes, to 
ſe with their own Eyes and un- 
derſtandings, the comfortable 
Sunſhine of thoſe pure Truths 
which ſhine forth in the plain and 
uncorruptcd words of the Goſpel, 
lefrupon record. This is Tyranny 
upon the Souls of people; to waich 
the Bondage of Egypt, and Cap- 
tivity of Old Babylon was but a 
ſmall matter ; ſeeing hat chiefly 
was upon the Body, but this 1s 
upon the Soul. So that their en- 
thralled people cannot ſay, Their 
Soul is their own. But they are 
the Slayes and Souls of men, ful- 
filling that very expreſſion of 
them, Rev. 18, 3. For _—_— a 

an 
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© Man fay, that his Soul is his own; 

when he cannot make uſe of the 
Facultics of it > But muſt be whol- 
ly in things Spiritual reſtrained 
ro the Senſe and Will of ano- 
ther. 
This is an Innovation of great 
conſequence : for 1t is as a Lock 
and Key upon all their other ]n- 
novations, to keep them ſafe 
from being aflaulred. So that 
hereby they Eſtabliſh themſelves 
in their Kingdom of Darkneſs > 
even as Satan holds bis Kingdom 
in men, as long as he can keep 
them in darkneſs : but wherelight 
comes, Satan fallslike Lightning :. 
and eyen ſo where the free uſe of 
the Scriptures comes in their pu- 
rity, theirInnoyations nwſt needs 
fall. But what wickedneſs is this, 
that for the upholding an carthly 
Kingdom, they care not what be- 
comes of Millions of Souls, but 
let them Þeriſh in the pay

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their will. For Children of dark- 
ne they muſt be kept; and nor 
be ſuffered ro become Children 


| of the Light, if they can help ir. - 


The Holy Apoſiles.of Chriſt gave 
this Teſtimony of the Script ures, 
That they are able to make one wiſe 
unto Salvation, through Faith in 
Chrift Feſus ; and that they are 
given forth by inſpiration of God ; 
and are profitable for Doftrine, for 
Reproof, for Corre#ion, for Infiru- 
Fion in Righteouſneſs, that the-

ly furniſhed unto all good Works, 
2 Tim. 3. 15, 16, 17. What'sthe 
reaſon then that men ſhould be 
envied, the comfortable uſe and 
benefit of them 2 Is there any true 
reaſon can be given for the re-- 
ſtraint of them, but this?

This is a Robbery far greatcr than 
any earthly Robbery.

to its oWn nature > To wor 
wickedly and contrary to the Spi- * 
ritof God, and yet pretend there- 
in holineſs and ſerving of God : 
Whar's this but Iniquity under a 
Myſtery ; wickednels vailed with 
pious pretences 2 And what is the 
Myſtery ol Iniquiuy, bur Iniquity 
ina Myſtery > Iniquity under pt- 
ous pretences, Which makes it a 
Myſtery > But thoſe pretences can- 
not alter the nature of Wicked- 
neſs ; bur only put a fair Gloſs 
upon it : for wickedneſs is wick- 
ednef whereſocyer it is found; 
and the fair prerences put upon It 
cannot change its nature, but on- 
ly dazle the Eyes, and Minds of 
men, and make ir myſterious to 
them. The ſhedding of ſo much 
innocent Blood, as hath bcen ſhed 
in Maſlacres, and Fircs, and by 
other ways, doth not change the 
nature of rhat wickedneſs, by pur- 
__ ting 
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ring the name of Hereticks upon 
thoſe who were ſo deltroycd : 
only thar ignominious I tle may 
cover it to the ignorant, and 
make that cruelty ſeem to them, 
a pious thing ; and ſo make that 
Iniquiry a Myſtery. And in lixe 
manner Idolatry or bowing to 
Images may be made a Myſtery, 
by pretending 1t to be a reyerenc- 
ing God, aud thanking him for 
ſuch or (uch a Saint, or ſuch like | 
conſiderations : when as the aCti- | 
on ir ſelf is direCtly oppolite to his 
command, and bears no other ap- } 
pearance, but of an idolatrous 
worſhip, contrary to the fecond.: 
Commandment ; 'which they 
dare not ler ſtand in the. common 
{tghr of their people, for fear of 
its diſcovering theirIdolatry.Now 
(not to name the reſt of theſe their 
innovations here) what greater 
wickedneſs is there, rhen theſe 
three, namely, ſhedding innocent 
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Blood ; worſhipping Images, or 
Gods of their own making ; and 
robbing people of-fo great a Be- 
nefit to their Souls, as the Holy 
Scriptures in their purity might'be? 
And all the pretences they can 
put upon theſe Eyils, can bur dif- 
guiſe them, and make them a

rightly called Cardinals, as much 
as to lay Hinges from Cardo a 
Door-hinge. Thele being Popes 
Creatures bear up the Pope after 
they have (er him up. And one 
with. another as qQne Head, they 
cheriſh and cnforce the Popith 1n- 
novations, wherein his Kingdom 
{tands: and they therein as the 
chick Princes of that Kingdom. 
Theſe having no Foundation in 
Scripture mult nceds be an Inno- 
vation : And when the overflow- 
11g Scourge comes to ſweep away 
all refuges of Lycs, theſe, being 
ane chief falſe refuge of the Pope- 
dom, and main Pillars thereof, 
muſt tumble with ic. The Pope, 
he is the Door through which the 
Pope 
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Popedom of Innovations hath 
come in : And the Cardinals, they 
are the Hinges upon which he 
rurns, bearing up him, and his 
Kingdom of Innovations: and 
together they will fall, when the 
Myſtery of Iniquity ſhall be diſ- 
ſolved. Theſe are of the number 
of thoſe Merchants of the Earth, 
which ſhall lament the fall of the 
Baby/on of Jnnovations, When 
mens Eyes ſhall be opened , 
and no man ſhall buy their Mer- 
chandize any more, underſtand- 
ing them to be but the vain In- 
yentions of men which profit 
them not. For ſo hath our Lord 
Jeſus Chriſt taught us, ſaying, 
In vain do ye worſhip me, teaching 
for Doftrines the Precepts of men. 
Theſe are ſome of thoſe Inno- 
vations, which are introduced and 
upheld by Popes, beſides many 
others, which it would be too te- 
dious here to recite. It may be

of ſome others to purſue them 
further. But theſe here mention- 
ed, are ſuffcientto let any under- 
ſtand what it is I call Popery, 
namely, theſc and ſuch other In- 
novations upheld under the Pope- 
dom.

That great word (it I may not 
ſay Boaſt) of conyerting abour 
two Millions of people into the 
Boſom of the Church of Rome: 
( tor which might be expected a- 
grateful acknowledgment from 
the Pope) whatis it morethen a. 
converting of them to their Inno- 
vaions by their violence 2 For 
they were Chriſtians before: they 
did not convert them to Chriſtj- 
anity, but only to the Popiſh In- 
novations. I name this becauſe it 
is ſo freſh in every. ones-mind : 
Bur violence hath all along atten- 
ded the Innovations of the Popes. 
And beſide the ſpiritual unclean- 
neſs of going a Whoring after 
mens inventions ; How great a 
Proyocation to brutal uncleanneſs 
is made, by that one Innovation 
of prohibiting Marriage to their 
ng, 4 - and otherwiſe by Licenc- 
ing Stewes, aud making people 
belieye they haye pardon forrheir 
| Sins, 
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Sins, for a little mony, eſpecially 
it they be Venial, as they count 
ſome. None I think areaccoun- 
ted ſo Mortal, as oppoling their 
Innovations. That's made He- 
refie with them, and worthy of 
death, ,and damnable. 

Again, in thele Innovations, 
Egypt ſpiritually ſo called isfound. 
Egypt was a Houle of Bondage to 
the natural T/raelite : So theſe In- 
noyations arc a Houſe of Bondage 
ro the Spiritual T/rae/ite. The 
_ true Seed thar delires to follow- 

Chriſt fully, finds Bondagein all 
Innovations or Inventions of men. 
And they that impolc humane 
Traditions and Inventions upon 
peoples Conſciences, are like the 
Task-maſters of Egypt, to the tru- 
ly ſpiritual Seed. For the true 
Seed, the Chaſte Virgin, hatcs 
{ubjeAion of Spirit to any- other 
in things Spiritual, ſaye ro her 
own Lord Chriſt Jeſus. His Wiſ- 
dom 
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dom -and Council the delights to 
lye under. Burt the hard task of 
the impoſition of mans wiſdom 
upon her Spirit is grievous Bon- 
dage to her, and cauſes her Spirit 
ro groan for deliverance. And 
in time the Lord will worp deli- 
verance for the ſ{piriuual 1/raelite; 
as he did for the liceral. 

Thirdly, In Innovations we find 
Babylon the Great. Many words 
uſed in former times both before 
and under the Law, are transicr- 
red, or brought oyer, and pur 
upon things under the Geſpe], 
or New Covenant : either becauſe 
they are under the like Circum- 
ſtances, or were prefigured by 
things aforegoing. Asto give one 
Example or two 3 the Tabernacle 
and Temple which were made by 
men, and made of Wood, and 
Stone, and Gold, and Silyer, and 
Braſs, and Iron, Theſe were pla- 
ces for the preſence of God to ap- 
pear 
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pear in, and to dwell in. Butin 
thefulneſs of time thoſe were laid 
alide again, and yet the names of 
them retained and putupon other 
things, where the preſence of God 
 wastoreſide. As namely, Chriſts 
Body, Defroy this Temple, faith 
he, and in three daies I willraiſe 
it up again. This ſpake he of his 
Body,. putting the name Temple 
upon it. Again the ſame word 
Temple is put upon his Church, 
2:Cor. 6. 16. Rev. 2.1. Andal- 
fo upon the Bodies of his Diſci- 
ples, I Cor.6. 19. What, kzow ye 
not that your Body s the Temple of 
the Holy Ghof which is in you. And 
again . ſaith the Apoſtle, If any 
man defile the Temple of God, him 
ſhall God deftroy : for the Temple of 
God is holy, which Temple ye are, 
1 Cor. 3. 17. So Tabernacle is uſed: 
in like manner, 2 Pet.1.14- Short- 
ly T muft- put off this my Tabernacle. 
I. might inſtance in many RT .

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but I would not digreſs too mack» © 3 
from my preſent {cope and buſt- - 
neſs, which is to ſhew that the 
name Babylon 1s alſo put upon 
ſomething under the Goſpel , 
which Babylon of old reſembled, 
or did prefigure. And that is, 
that Dominion thar ſtands in In- 
novations or Inyentions of men. 
This tscalled, Babylon the Great, 
Rev. 17. 5. 

Now why the name Babylon 
ſhould be put upon that Power and 
Dominion thatſtands in Innoyati- 
ons under the Goſpel times, con- 
{1Jer the like circumſtances of 
both Old Babylon and New, and 
the like expreſſions given forth of 
oth, and I think you may cafily 
be perſwaded thereof. 

Old Babylon was called, The glo- 
ry of Kingdoms, Ila. 13. 19. and 


And Babylon the Great is counted 


no leſs, ſecing ſhe reigneth over 
Kings

Kings of: the Earth, Rev. 17: 18. 

There wastheſame exalted ſc- 
curity of heart in both: for 0d 
Babylon, ſaid in her heart, T am, 
and none elſe befides me, 1 (hall not 
fit 6 a Widdow, neither ſhall 1 ſee 
the loſs of Children, Iſa. 47. 8. Ba- 
— bylon the Great, ſaith in her heart, 

T fit a Queen and am no Widdow, 

cn ſhall ſee no ſorrow, Rev. 

18. 7. 
O14 Babylon was aplace of Cap- 
tivity to the Iſraelites : and 'New 
Babylon, or Babylon the Greatshath 
been a place of far greater Capti- 
vity to the true ſpiricual T/rae/ite. 
That was but for a few years, on- 
ly for Seventy. But this hath 
laſted long, even many Genera- 
tions, namely ever ſince Innova- 
tions got head. That wasa Cap: 
vity far leſs cruel than this latter 
Captivity hath been. They both 
of them have exerciſed force upon 
the Conſciences of People. 4 
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As the People of God werebid  * 
to fee out of Babylon of old, And + :; 
deliver every man his own Soul, 
Jer. 5x. 6. So in like manner 
concerning the Great Babylon, it's 
ſaid, Come out of her my People, 
that ye be not partakers of her ſins, 
and that: ye receive not of her 
Plagues, Rev. 18. 4. 

The words ofthe Prophets both 
I/aiah and Feremiah concernivg 
Babylon of Old, ſeern to reacheyen 
to this Babylon the Great : So that 
the Old Babylon (cems to typike 
this very much : as they that read 
Ifa.47. and Fer. 50, and 51 Chap- 
ters, may perceive. And alſothat 
they both hayea like deftruQion, 
Fer. 51. 63, 64. compared with 
Rev.18. 21. Botharetoſink and 
not riſe again. This ſhall be the 
fall of Innovations, and of that 
power and Dominion that ſtands 
in themyin the Lord's time. I hey 
ſhall fink in the Waters : in the 
' minds 
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minds of People, as things born 
down with great wcight. Oh 

then rejoycing! Joy and gladneſs 
attendsrhe fall of rhis Great Baby- 

lon. Rejoyce over her thou Heaven 

and the holy Apoſtles, and Prophets 

for God hath avenged you on her,- 
Rey. 18. 209. What is it that hath 
done {o much miſchief to Apoſtles 
and Prophets, and Saints that God 
will avenge them thereof, as In- 
ventions and Innoyationsof men 2 
and therefore they arc bid to re- 
joyce when thele are thrown 
down like a great Milſtone into 
the bottom of the deep. 

That Babylon the Great ſtand- 
eth in the Inventions and Innova- 
tions of men is manifeſt ; becauſe 
it cannot ſtand in any pure Di(- 
penſation of God: for then it 
could not be called Babylon nor 
Confuſion. Therefore ic muſt 
needsſtand in the Inventions and 
Innoyations of men , deviating 

from 
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from the pure Diſpenſation of 
God, or puricy of his Truth : 
andin them Babylon the Great will 
be found. And this will more 
appear by that which follows. 
For Where the Great Whore is 
found, there Babylon the Great 
mult be found ; it being the Tr- 
ſcription upon her Forchead, Rev. 
17. 5- Upon her Forehead was a 
name written, Myſtery, Babvlon the 
Great, &C. 

Therefore now I come to' that 
thing expreſſed a little atore , 
namely, That here ( viz. in In- 
-novations).we ſhall find the Great 
Whore alſo. 

What was that, that was ſo 
much charged upon 1/rae/ of.Old 
by the Prophets for Whoredom ; 
bur that they being a Pcople ſtand- 
ing related toGod under the firſt 
Covenant (or Law) went a 
whoring after their own Inventi- 
ons? P/al. 106.39, They a 

ce 
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keep to the Inſtitutions and Coun- 
ſels of God, bur did likethe Hea- 
then, or other Nations: they 
worſhipped Idols, ſet up Groves 
and Altars of their own {nventi- 
on, and ſuch like: and this was 
called Whoredom : becauſe it was 


a breach of their Faichfulneſs, and 
Loyalty, and Chaſtity ro God 


Who had married thera to him- 


{elf under a Covenant, Fer. 3.14. 
P/al. 196. J5, 39. Levit. 17. 7. 
Ezek. 23. 30, 37- 

So likewiſe under the Second or 
New Covenant, if we profeſs our 
ſelves married to God in Chriſt 


Jeſus, to walk with him ( whom 


we arc commanded to hear and 
obey) according to his Counſels 
and Dodtrin; and then follow in- 
yentions of our own, and bring 
in Innovations cpntrary to the 
Dodtrine of Chriſt and his holy 
Apoſtles, this is Spiritual Whore- 
dom againſt Chriſt, As the In- 
| yentions 
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ventions of the T/raelites was 
whoredom againſt the Marriage 
Covenantof God given by Moſes - 
So Innovations of Chriftians is 
Whoredom againſt the New 
Covenant piven by Chriſt ;- the 
Mediator thereof, Thele two 
things muſt concur to the making 
up of the great Whoredom. 1. A 
Profeſhon of a Marttage Cove- 
nant to Chriſt: rake him to be 


our Head, our Guide, and Coun- 


ſcllor, and Ruler. And then, 
2. Great diſloyalty to him here- 
in ; in rejeing his Counſels, and 
Spirit 3 and erfertaining and em- 
bracing a Stranger, viz. A Spirit 
quite contrary to him, and an 
Enemy to his Counſels; altho 
profefling him, yet introducing 
and ſetting up Innovations of its. 
own. And whoſoever do out- 
ſtrip or excel others therein, they 
are the Great Whore. And the 
Spirit of Whoredom will mani- 


feſt 
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feſt it ſelf moſt among them, by 
abuſing the Chaſt and Faithful 
Servants of Chriſt, who love his 
Precepts.and dare not ſubjeEtthem- 
ſelves to the Innoyations of men. 
For the Whoriſh Spirit is a cruel 
Spirit, hating Chaſtity : becaulſc 
Chaſltity 15a check to its Whore- 
dom. I ſpcak of Spiritual Cha- 
ſtiry and Whorcdom. 

Thus you may ſee what 1s 


couched under .the Innovations of 


men. viz. T he Myſtery of Iniqui- 
ty, Sodom and Egypt Spiritual , 
Babylon the Great, and the Great 
Whore.
